was employed by Mr. Gray's 
father, a large shipping merchaiit 
of Boston, to go tu Enrope to pro- 
tect the interesta of his employer. 

While on this mission he 
brought into intimate relations 
with the leading banking-houses 
of London, especially those of the 


_| Hopes and Barings. He continued 


to look after the. European intes- 
ests of Mr. Gray after the peace, 
until 1826, when he formed a house 
in London, under the name of 
Bates & Bari ing, and subsequently 
on the death of Mr. Holland, he 
become a partner in the old es- 


| tablished house of Baring Broth 


ers and Co., which positien he 
held up to the time of his death. 
Since his residence in England he 
las always continued to feel a 
deep interest in his native couns 
try, arid has frequently exerted 
his influence in a semi-official ca- 
pacity to promote a good under- 
standing between the two govern- 
ments. In 1854, on the appoint- 
ment of a commission by the tivo 
governments to make a final set- 
tleinent of all claims between thé 
subjects of the United States and 
Great Britain, Mr. Bates was se? 
lected as umpire between thé 
Commissioners to decide all cases 
where there might be a disagree- 
ment. This was an exceedingly 
delicate position to hold, but ite 
duties. were performed with such 
impartiality, and fuirness as to 
give entire satislaction an 
instance.
